Early Pioneers Here 
Celebrate Golden 
Wedding Anniversary 

Mr, and Mrs. William R. Anderson 
marked their golden wedding date 
recently in Toole, Utah. 


Mr. and Mrs, Anderson were mar- 
ried in Raymond, Alberta, Canada. 
December 31, 1902. The ceremony was 
performed by the father of Mrs, Ander- 
son, Joseph S. Bevan, who was a mem- 
ber of the L.D.S. ward bishopric in 
that community. 

The Bevan and Anderson families 
went to Canada under call of the L.D.S 
church to colonize that area and 
establish irrigation. Mrs. Anderson was 
15 at the time of her going and was 
married at the age of 17 on her birth- 
day. 

In her own personal record, Mrs. 
Anderson writes the following inter- 
esting account: 

“We were married at my father's 

home and attended the New Year's 
Eve dance at the church, following 
which we went to our own home con- 
sisting of one room which my husband 
had built himself. The house and lot 
was clear of debt. We also had money 
enough to buy four horses and mach- 
inery for spring farming. We also had 
80 acres of dry land and 10 acres of 
irrigated sugar beet land. 
After 14 years in Canada we home- 
steaded one year in Montana. In Jan- 
uary, 1916. we started in business in 
Tooele on Sunday, October 27th, 1929. 
I was set apart to be counselor in the 
South ward Relief Society with Emma 
Hanks as president and Pearl Gilles- 
ple as the other counselor.” 

The marriage of Mr. and Mrs. Ander- 
son was witnessed in Canada, by Mr. 
and Mrs, Sam Walters, who resided 
at Raymond at that time, but return- 
ed to Tooele shortly thereafter. Mrs 
Walters is an aunt of Mrs. Andersan. 

Mr. and Mrs, Anderson had the pri- 
vilege this past summer to visit 
their old home at Raymond and again 
seeing the home in which they were 
married, which was the third home 
built in that city. 

Mr. Anderson still continues as an 
active Tooele merchant, and Mrs. An- 
derson, besides being the mother 
ten children, has been a gi.ted poetess, 
having created many fine verses dur- 
ing her lifetime, one of which is pick- 
ed at random and here published.

SEWING COURSE 


The Fort Macleod Country Beavers 
held a one day sewing course in their 
South Macleod Community Hall re- 
cently, Fourteen ladies attended bring- 
ing sewing machines with them to 
sew Samples and to work on their own 
garment problems. 


The Conquerville Women’s Institute 
held a similar sewing course for two 
days in their school Home Economics 
class room, 


These courses are held from 10 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Much of the time is spent 
upon such items as choosing fabrics 
and patterns, getting a good fit and 
making alterations, preparing the fab- 
ric by preshrinking and straightening, 
and sewing tools and techniques. 


HOW LONG WILL IT KEEP? 


How long do you keep foods in the 
refrigerator and still keep their good 
qua'ity? Keeping quality of a perish 
able will depend on its condition, and 
also on the temperature and humidity 


of the refrigerator. Wrapping foods 
correctly and keeping them at the 
right temperature can affect their 


storage life. The center storage sect 
ion of a refrigerator is normally 38 
degrees F. to 42 degrees F. The area 
just below the freezing unit is colder 
for storage of meats, poultry and fish. 


- 


The bottom of the refrigerator is 
warmer and better for vegetables. 

The atmosphere of the refrigerator 
is very dry unless you have a cold- 
wall type. Refrigerated food that tends 
to dry and shrivel should be kept 
covered to retard evaporation. 

Here is a table from the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture showing 
storage conditions and how long some 
perishable foods are likely to hold 
good quality if quite fresh when re- 
frigerated: 

Milk; keep below 45 degrees F. Use 
within 3 days for best quality. Soft 
cheese; keep in closed container in 
coldest part of refrigerator, Will keep 
approximately 1 to 2 weeks. Fresh 
meat, fresh meat cuts, ground meat, 
liver, variety meats; store loosely 
wrapped at 30 degrees F. Storage 
time for pork cuts somewhat shorter 
than for other meat cuts. Use ground 
meat in 1 day, variety meats in 2 days, 
fresh meat cuts In 3 to 6 days. Cold 
cuts, sliced; wrap in semi moisture 
proof material, such as waxed paper, 
and store at 30 degrees F. Use within 
6 days for best quality. Fresh fish; 
store loosely wrapped, at 32 degrees 
¥. Use within 1 day for best quality. 

If you prepare food for large crowds 
in your community, perhaps some 
quantity recipes would be useful. Next 
week I'll have some for you.
